Creek, to have plenty of water to pie 
the old claims, It is estimated that this 
new ditch will bring 300 inches of water, 
and will cost $3,000. There are already

Some of these mining ‘localities have. been, 
in a measure, worked out, and are now 
abandoned. Others are still being worked, 
and yielding a rich returm to the industri- 
ous miners, who have the good fortune to 
own claims in these mining camps. The 
fact is, a great many placer and river min- 
ing claims will now pay well. for being 
worked, (owing to the present improved 
methods in mining,) which, but a few years 
ago, would have been considered. entirely 
worthless. And, upon the theory that

Tue revolution in Peru has triumphed 
and peace is restored. The overthrown 
President took refuge on an English man- 
of-war,'and is on the way to Panama.. Li- 
ma. was captured on the morning of the 6th 
of November, by the revolutionary troops. 
No resistance was offered, except by 400 
troops in the Plaza, where the Palace was 
defended till all were shot. The Palace 
was fired, and narrowly escaped, destruction. 
The Fort of St. Catalina ale Bed ender the 
(Minister of War, who expected aid from 
Pezet. The latter, however, marched to- 
ward Callao next day, and the fort was cay- 
tured. The new President, Canzeco, sént 
a demand for the surrender of Callao, and 
that night Rivas abandoned the post. The 
city was soon in possession of an excited 
mob, who, divided into bands, robbed and. 
plundered every: principal shop ani store in 
the place. What property could not be ta- 
ken away was destroyed. Immediate steps 
were taken by. the citizens and foreigners 
for protection, Next morning Pezet's army 
appeared outside of the town; but, befare 
night, he, with some officers, escaped to an 
English man-of-war. The next day the 
fleet yielded, and order was restored in Cal- 
lao and Lima, and Canzeco was in charge of 
the Government. The new ‘Government 
will doubtless repudiate the treaty with 
Spain, and make common cause with Chile, 
the overthrow of the Spanish treaty having 
been the cause of the revolution.
